Diggs Asks For Bethune, Walter White Stamps 

Issuance of commemorative stamps for the late 
NAACP executive secretary Walter White, educator 
Dr. Mary McLeod Bethune and scientist Dr. Albert 
Einstein was proposed by Detroit Congressman 
Charles Diggs Jr. in honor of “the three greatest 
champions of minority groups in America during the 
past 50 years.” 

Calling his proposal “timely and well deserved,” 
the young Congressman urged U. S. Postmaster- 
General Arthur E. Summerfield to honor the three 
renowned leaders for “their contributions which 
bettered America for citizens of all races and 
creeds.” 

Government approval of the plan would mark the 
first time in U. S. history that militant Negroes— 
who have taken an active part in civil rights battles 
—have been honored by the issuance of stamps. In 
the past, only Booker T. Washington and Dr. George 
W. Carver have appeared on stamps.

James Bradford, 37-year-old St. Paul lawyer, was named 
a special assistant attorney-general of Minnesota and 
became the first Negro ever to serve in such a position in 
the state. A graduate of St. Paul Law College and a 
former housing official, Bradford will serve on the staff of 
Atty.-Gen. Miles Lord, who appointed him. 





Buried Under Dead Man, Laborer Survives 

A 30-year-old laborer’s life was saved by the body 
of his dead co-worker when both men were buried 
under tons of dirt in an excavation cave-in at San 
Leandro, Calif. The rescued man, Thomas Goodwin, 
was working with Loy Drew, 39, in a 12-foot sewer 
excavation when timber shoring collapsed. Drew was 
killed but his body arched over Goodwin’s creating 
an air pocket that kept Goodwin alive until workers 
dug him out. He suffered only shock.

Khama, who now lives in Croydon, England, with 
his wife and two children, was banned from his country 
five years ago when he married the white girl.

After a nine- 
hour detainment in Southampton because he lacked a 
birth certificate, Motloheloa, whose wife is a Capetown 
clerk-typist, was admitted by immigration authorities on 
a temporary permit. Said the stowaway: “I promised my 
wife I would become a doctor after studying in Britain 
for five years and then I’d go home to my family.”

Nerfolk Catholic High School To Admit Negroes 

Negro students will be admitted to the Norfolk (Va.) 
Catholic High School in September for the first time in 
the school’s history. 
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Integration Comes, Negro Teachers Go In Mo. Town 

The two teachers at the Slater, Mo., Negro elementary 
school, who have a combined total of 47 years of service at 
the school, were notified that they will be fired when ele- 
mentary school pupils are integrated in September. The 
teachers are Mrs. Ida Lee Busch, a teacher for 15 years 
and principal of the school for 12 years, and Miss Pauline 
Foster, a schoolteacher since 1935. Explaining why the 
teachers’ contracts were not renewed, officials stated: “We 
are just not ready yet (for teacher integration). We have 
to take steps slowly.” Negro teachers in nearby Callatin 
and Butler also were told their contracts will not be 
renewed. 


St. Louis Student Gets 2 Scholarships Worth $5,000 

An honor graduate of St. Louis’ Sumner High School, 
Frederick E. Simms, received a $4,000 scholarship to the 
Howard University School of Engineering and a $1,000 
freshman year scholarship to Yale University. Simms was 
the first graduate of the high school ever awarded a Yaie 
University scholarship.

Paul D. Lucas, on the other hand, said he had written 
authority from Mrs. Carraway, held in jail for murder, 
to take charge of the corpse.

The widowed mute, Mrs. Flor- 
ence McDermott, said she sank her teeth into Gilbert’s 
thumb when he clamped his hand over her mouth and 
tried to force her to the ground. 


White Boy, 17, Kills Negro, 81, For Car Money 

A 17-year-old, Clayton, N. C., white high school boy who 
wanted money to buy a car, confessed murdering an 81- 
year-old Negro and taking $76 from his billfold. The boy, 
Joseph Capps, however, overlooked $2,027.62 the victim, 
John Barbour, had tied in a rag stuffed in his hip pocket.

On February 13, 1920, the late Andrew (Rube) 
Foster ard associates organized the National Negro 
Baseball League. The new circuit’s constitution was 
patterned after that of the American League. The 
league’s membership included the Chicago, Detroit, 
and St. Louis Giants, the Chicago American Giants, 
a traveling squad of Cuban Stars, the Indianapolis 
ABC’s, and the Kansas City Monarchs. 

In the passage of time; Rube Foster died, the 
NNBL reverted to the best idea Negro baseball 
promoters ever had, and all those Giants disap- 
peared. Only the Monarchs remain. And it is not 
coincidental that they are bulwarks of the current 
Negro American League for Tom Baird, present 
owner-operator of the club, was a loop founder. 

When Branch Rickey plucked Jackie Robinson 
from the Monarchs in 1945, Tom Baird raised 
an unholy howl. Rickey, said Baird, had stolen 
valuable property. “We won’t,” said Baird, 

“take this lying down.” They didn’t—they took 

it standing up! Plus that, Baird quickly made 

a move ali Negro baseball club owners should 

have followed: he began developing players for 

major league clubs. 

To date, 28 Monarchs have entered organized 
ball. Included are Robinson, Hank Thompson, 
Ernie Banks, and Gene Baker. The Monarchs can’t 
take much credit for Jackie, the record being what 
it is; but of the other 27 they can be proud. Over 
the years, the Monarchs have been aristocrats of 
the diamond. The most kingly thing they ever did 
was agree, by inference, that Rickey was as right 
as rain in Dust Bowl, Oklahoma.

Fla. High Court Backs Contempt Charges Against Huie 

The Florida Supreme Court upheld contempt of court 
charges against William Bradford Huie, a white writer 
who investigated the interracial Ruby McCollum murder 
case and brought it wide attention. Huie was jailed last 
fall after he reportedly charged to Tallahassee court offi- 
cials that the judge was “interested” in a bolita racket 
allegedly run by Mrs. McCollum and Dr. C. Leroy Adams, 
a white doctor who was killed by Mrs. McCollum. 


S. C. College Bans ‘Liberal’ Student Newspaper 

Because two student editors wrote articles urging the 
South “to get ready for integration,’ Furman College 
authorities in Greenville, S. C., confiscated the entire 
printing of 1,500 copies of the campus newspaper. In the 
issue of the banned Echo newspaper, co-editor Charles 
King wrote that he “couldn’t understand why the Bap- 
tists were sending missionaries off to Africa and forget- 
ting about colored people at their own back door.” Joan 
Lipscomb, the other editor, said the Supreme Court ban 
on Jim Crow schools was “a fact which all of the emo- 
tionalism of southern politicians cannot alter with all 
of their oratorical eloquence.”

The Texas Southern University Herald was awarded a 
first place in the 31st annual college newspaper contest 
sponsored by Columbia University’s Scholastic Press Asso- 
ciation. 


Negro Students Win Awards In Okla. Science Fair

in the first annual science fair in Bartlesville, Okla., 
eight Douglass High School students won prizes in a 
field of 53 entries. Wayne Chambers, a Douglass junior, 
won first prize in the senior physiographical science cate- 
gory with his display of a fluorescent lamp (black light) 
being used in the identification of minerals.

When a group of teen-age 
youngsters passed a preach- 
er on Chicago’s 47th Street 
and burned his ears with the 
bluesy lyrics of a song about 
sin and seduction, the 
shocked minister stopped 
them and asked: “Where in 
the world did you girls learn 
such a song?” _.

“At home, Pops!” one girl with “Wild, Wild Young Men” 
shot back. “It’s a big rhythm 
and blues thing. Don’t you old folks listen to the radio?” 

Alarmed, the good man of the cloth hurried home and 
prepared a fiery Sunday sermon on the “Evil Music Of 
Our Times” that put another question mark behind the 
much-debated and still unsettled argument over whether 
today’s rhythm and blues songs are simply cute or plain 
dirty. 

And while newspapers, music publications, preachers, 
parents and thousands of teen-agers themselves go on 
wrestling with the question, a steady flow of saucy songs 
that often seem to frankly state as much as they in- 
sinuate can still be bought in most record shops where 
owners and makers of the records are reaping a million 
dollar harvest. 

Riding high on the crest of the R & B wave are such 
well-known blues belters as Amos Milburn, Joe Turner, 
Wynonie: Harris, Faye Adams, Willie Mae Thornton, nu- 
merous male groups named after a variety of birds, and, 
on a somewhat higher plane, Ruth Brown, LaVern Baker

and several white singers including Frankie Laine and 
Georgia Gibbs. 

Songs some sing have such names as “Baby, I’m Do- 
ing It,” “Sexy Ways,” “Let Me Go Home Whiskey,” 
“Grandma Plays The Numbers” and “Work With Me 
Annie,” with lyrics often even more risque than the sug- 
gestive titles. 

One Memphis mother got so incensed upon learning 
that lyrics her daughter sang rhyming “love cup” with 
“give it up” were beamed over the radio that she called 
the station and set up a deafening howl. The station 
banned several R & B records, was followed by a number 
of other stations. Some recording companies announced a 
voluntary censorship plan, and the controversy was un- 
derway.

It shifted into high gear 
when someone pointed

fast several white singers 
had begun to wax them. 
Negro originators of the 
songs restively insinuated 
that white singers were 
“poaching” and all the 
hue and cry about “blue 
é lyrics” was designed to 
Amos Milburn shouted to fame “smear” the bread out of 
on “Let Me Go Home Whiskey.” their mouths. 

Music trade publications suggested the squabble was a 
record-selling war with “vested interests trying to destroy 
the medium because of an inability to meet the demands 
of record buyers” or blamed the whole thing on dirty- 
minded listeners who read bad thoughts into snow-white 
lyrics. 

But on the other side of the fence, famed Negro com- 
poser Andy Razaf forthrightly branded the lyrics of many 
R & B tunes as “filthy.” Said he: “They are mostly the 
work of amateur writers who lack the skill, art and finesse 
required for ‘double entendre’.” 

In the final analysis, however, most mothers, preachers 
and educators tend to agree with music-minded Chicago 
disc jockey Sid McCoy who sees the basic music structure 
of R & B as having a definite place in American music. 
“But I won’t say the lyrics couldn’t stand a little cleaning 
up,” he hastens to add. “There is something distressing 
about hearing a teen-ager singing ‘Let me go home 
whiskey.’ ”
